Yokohama, Oct. 15.— The veteran 
statesmen's conferences with the cab-

Russian Aimy and Navy Ready For 
Any Eventuality. 

[Paris, Oct. 15.— An official despatch 
from St. Petersburg says tbe Russian 
ministers of war and marine have an- 
nounced that, while not wishing to 
make any move likely to precipitate 
hostilities in the Far Kast, yet both 
departments of tbe government wish to 
have it known that they are complete- 
ly prepared to meet any eventuality. 

Ollicial advices from Japan and 
China show that tbe negotiatious be- 
tween the Russian minister to Japan 
.and the Japanese foreign minister con- 
tinue. 

Tbe officials here have been inform- 
ed Of the signing of the commercial 
treaty between China and Japan, which 
may have an important bearing on the 
Russo-Japanese situation.

and the other tbe Northern Commercial 
Company, with home offices at San 
1< ranoisco. 

iGeneral Manager and Vice President 
"Will IT. Isom, of tbe North America 
Transportation & Trading Company, de- 
nies the rumor. He has recently arrived 
here from Si, Michael and Nome. Gen- 
eral Manager M. L*. "Washburn, of the 
•Northern 'Commercial Company, -was 
also here a short time ago, but has gone 
to San Francisco. 

Freight for the two big companies has 
•been coming up the Yukon on the steam- 
ers of the respective concerns in pecu- 
liar order. Tbo Northern Commercial 
ICoinpany has carried freight for the 
other company and vice versa. Mr. Is- 
6m says this practice had been followed 
simply as a matter of convenience in 
getting the freight to Dawson in the 
shortest possible order. 

Nat long ago the Northern Commercial 
■withdrew from tbe J^ome field, and the 
buildings of the company are now occu- 
pied by the North American Transporta- 
tion «fc Trading JCompuny. Mr. Isom 
says his company merely rented the 
buildings after the other company had 
no use for them. 

Tbe Northern Commercial has twelve 
posts in tbe Yukon basin alone. The 
other company has as many. The in- 
vestment in these posts and tbo two 
lleets of steamers represent many mil- 
lions. Each company has $2,000,000 in- 
vested in Dawson, and the two have 
ileets on the Vukon numbering in the 
aggregate something like thirty steam- 
ers and ten giant barges. 

The chief stockholders of the North 
American Transportation & Trailing 
'Company nre tbe iCudahys of Chicago. 
The Geretles and the iSlosses of San 
'Francisco are tbe heaviest Northern 
Commercial stockholders. 

The posts of the North American 
Transportation & Trading' Company be- 
tween St, Michael and Rampart have 
Ibeen abandoned. 

'These posts," says Manager Isom, 
"have not been where they could do 
heavy trading, and we have thought 
best to let the smaller individual com- 
panies handle tho business of a retail 
nature in that district. Accordingly we 
have closed our posts along that stretch. 

"•We have a new post this year at 
Chonoa, in the Fairbanks district. 1 be- 
lieve Cheiioa is the more desirable place.

RE COAL CARGO 



Agents of Steamer Alki Worked 
Up Over Ruling of Collector 
at Sitka. 



'Port Townsend, Oct. 14.— An impor- 
tant decision has been rendered by tho 
general appraiser in the matter of ii coal 
cargo on an American steamer which, is 
the property of the owners of the vessel, 
who before the arrival of the vessel in 
port, set aside a ]K>rtion of the coal as 
the coal stores of tiie steamer, and such 
coal "was not unloaded. 

The genera! appraiser held that suca 
coal was free of duty, as the coal stores 
of an American vessel under, paragraph 
253 of tariff act 18&7, notwithstanding 
the fact that the importers made an en- 
try of the entire lot of coal at the cus- 
tom house. 

The general appraiser reverses the deci- 
sion of the collector at Sitka, Alaska, 
on a protest from the Pacific Coast Com- 
pany as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain merchandise im- 
ported on the steamer Al-Ki September 
10. 1901'. The appraiser says: 

This protest relates to an importation 
of coal, transported into the ports of 
Sitka and Juneau on the steamer Al-Ki, 
which is a vessel of American regi ';tr, 
engaged in trade between ports on Fll£<!t 
Sound and British Columbia and Soutn- 
eastern Alaska. Tbe Al-Ki took o'u 412 
tons of coal at Dadysmlth, the product 
of the mines there.

A seat on the Supreme Court bench 
of British Columbia has been offered to 
Mr. Ii. 1'. Duff, K. O, and Mr. Duff, 
who is at present in -Loudon, where ho 
is engaged as one of the Canadian 
counsel before the Alaskan Boundary 
Tribunal, has cabled bis acceptance of 
the same. 

'Mr. Duff's appointment "will be re- 
ceived with approval by both the Bar 
and the public. Of sterling integrity, 
of brilliant parts, endued with great 
energy and. untiring industry, Mr. Duff 
will doubllcss'bu as satisfactory on tho 
Bench as he lias been successful at 
the Bar. 

The appointment is in consequence 
— so it is generally understood — of the 
retirement of Mr. Justice Walkem, the 
announcement of wuich was made some 
weeks ago, uuoUicially, was received 
with great regret by members of the 
Bench and Bar alike, and all nope that 
Judge Walkem has yet many years of 
private usefulness before him. A stern, 
unbending upholder of the law, with 
sometimes a tinge of harshness in the 
prosecution of his judicial duties, in 
private life ho is a gentleman of most 
genial disposition. Known all over 
the province as a witty raconteur, his 
presence is always welcomed on those 
festive occasions when wit and humor, 
jest and repartee reign supreme. 

Tho mention of Judge Walkem's 
name will call up many reminiscences 
in the minds of old residents. Many 
today will - recall his visits to the now 
deserted town of Donald, and ono or 
two important trials that took place, 
not only in the court house, but also 
in the large room of tho Selkirk hotel." 
iu tbo Kennedy trial a cause celebro 
from Golden, the culprit in which a" 
tew years ago attempted a sensational 
escape from tho New Westminster 
penitentiary, whero he was confined, 
friends had evidently been active in 
his behalf and two rilles were buried 
at the place he attempted to escape, 
one either side of the fence, it was 
only by prompt shooting on the part 
of the guard the escapade was unsuc- 
cessful. 

Then, although not tho trial judge, 
iMr. Walkem was in the old town when 
a funny, but distressing, case was tried. 
A Frenchman in Fort Steele hit a 
man, who a day or so afterwards died, 
with a billiard cue. There was no evi- 
dence to convict the man, and Chief 
Justice Begbio asked the grand jury 
to return a true bill, so that the ac- 
cused could be formally acquitted. 
There were several Frenchmen on the 
jury, who seemed to think a true bill 
meant hanging, and it was many long 
hours before they saw- the matter in 
the proper light. Judge Begbie called 
tbe jury in three times for further in- 
structions, and the verbal custigation 
that fell on one and all alike is well 
remembered. V. E. Irving, K. C. now 
another distinguished judge, was crown 
prosecutor. 

At the St. Andrew's dinner n day 
2L^/& erw . a E? 8 ' Jud Ke Bugbie, at ono 
end of the table, sang rollicking songs, 
and Judge Walkem, at the other, £- 
torpolated funny stories. That was a 
night to be remembered, and will bo 
•by all who were present. Never did 
the Cobweb, George Sutherland's old 
place, have such a merry crowd as that 
night. 

Judge Walkem's public career is a 
record ot many years' distinguished 
usefulness. He came to this province 
m istK, a young man of 27 years, hav- 
ing been called to tho Bar iu both 
Lower Canada and Ontario. He went 
at once to Cariboo and was elected a 
member Of the legislative council a 
couple of years after, lu 1864 he was 
called to the Bar of British Columbia. 
'Continuing as representative for tho 
siiine constituency, ho held his seat in 
the council, and later the legislative 
assembly until 13th June, 1SS-', when 
he took his seat on the bench. 

When on March 7th. 1S70. tho mem- 
orable three days'' debate arose which 
resulted in an unanimous decision to 
enter Confederation, Judge Walkem 
was well to the front. Then, as now, 
an ardent Imperialist, he made one of 
tho most effective speeches in favor of 
the resolution. . 

In October, 1S71, the first election 
after Confederation was held, and 
Judge Walkem retained his old seat. 
Hon. .7. 10, McCreight formed a gov- 
ernment, and, on l^th January, 1S72, 
iMr. Walkem was appointed chief com- 
missioner of lauds and works. Mr. 
McCreight was appointed a judge of 
the Supreme Court on 23rd December 
of the same year, and Hon. Amor de 
iCosmos became premier. This neces- 
sitated some changes in tho cabinet, 
flud Hon. U. A. Walkem became 
attorney-general, which office he held 
until 11th February, 1S74. On that 
date de Cosmos resigned in his turn, 
and Mr. Walkem- formed lu's first ad- 
ministration. He was premier and 
attorney-general until 27th January, 
1S70, when, on an adverse vote in the 
House, ho gave way to Lion. A. O. 
Klliott. 

For nearly two years he remained in 
opposition, out when the next election 
came round, was again successful. 
This was on 26th June, 1S78. In form- 
ing his second cabinet, Mr. Walkem, 
who was elected on a policy of re- 
trenchment, decided to reduce the min- 
istry to the smallest possible number. 
His cabinet consisted of but three 
members, Hon. T. B. Humphreys, pro- 
vincial secretary and minister of mines; 
Hon. Robert Beaven. minister of 
tinauce; Mr. Walkem himself as acting 
uliorney-genoral, chief commissioner 
and president Of the council.

London, Oct. 15.— iSif Charles 'flipper, 
tho Canadian ex-promier, who sailed 
from Liverpool for Canada today in the 
course of an interview declared that Can- 
ada wVis perfectly united in supporting 
Chamberlain's policy.

Bondon, Oct. 15.— The dinner given 
by tut .I'ilgriuis' Club to the Alasktiu 
Boundary Commission nt the Claren- 
don note! tonight proved to be the most 
notable nssemblage of Englishmen, 
Americans and Canadians ever brought! 
together in Bondon. lu addition to the 
members of the commission, the British 
cabinet ministers, the American ambas- 
sador, the most prominent representa- 
tives of English public life were pres- 
ent. 

Field Marshal Bord Roberts presid- 
ed. On his right sat Ambassador 
'Choate, and on his left Bord Chief 
Justice Alverstone. Bord Linsdowue, 
Sir Bouis Jette, Sir Stanley Clarke, 
the King s equerry, and Secretary Eli- 
liu Root sat tit t|ie same table, while 
the other guests were distributed, at 
small tables around the room. 

'Bord Roberts proposed the health of 
King Edward and President Roosevelt. 
He then proposed "The Alaskan Boun- 
dary Commission," to which Bord Al- 
verstone replied, saying that the meet- 
ing of the commissioners would stand 
a monument to feeling evidenced in 
America and Great Britain to se-ttle 
their differences by a common-seuse 
method. Bonner United States Sena- 
tor Turner and lion. Mr. Sifton, Can- 
adian Interior Minister, answered for 
thei/r respective COUU'tTios, tlio latter 
saying that no greater crime could he 
conceived amidst human nations than 
trouble between Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Proposing tlio health of tlio Anglo- 
Saxon race, Foreign Secretary Bord 
Bansdowue claimed that it had done 
■more than any oilier nationality to 
promote the arts mid literature anil 
just and equal government. He. pre- 
dicted that tlio two great branches of 
the Anglo-Saxon race would be found 
working shoulder to shoulder in the fu- 
ture, saying that the countries must 
have their little differences from time to 
time, but mi appeal io force was un- 
uuuka ble. 

His lordship referred to the fact 
that eight countries were joining in the 
Venezuelan arbitration, and the pleas- 
ure he had derived from siguing the 
Anglo-French arbitration treaty, hut the 
Alaskan tribunal, lie declared, wis by 
far the most important example of 
mat principle. 

Bord Lausdowne proceeded: "In 
whatever part of the world the Anglo- 
Saxon race may be distributed, there 
rises a prayer that the present tribunal 
may find a final ami friendly solution 
of the Alaska difficulty, so that w-ho- 
ever hereafter holds the olliee, I am 
unworthy to till, will be able to put 
his hand down anil sny, we have or we 
have not this part of the North Ameri- 
can continent, without discord or dis- 
cussion." 

The British Foreign Secretary then 
paid a tribute to the late Sir Michael 
Herbert, former uinhitssador to the 
United States. 

Mr. Aylesworth, the Canadian com- 
missioner, answering in £he name of 
Canada, asked if Bord Bansdowue had 
not lost sight of the fact that several 
thousands of the best Anglo-Saxons 
live in Caanda, which, by the wholo 
trend of the speech, Mr, Ayleswortb 
intimated, had been rather overlooked. 

Passionately Mr. Ayiesworth declar- 
ed that none were more loyal to King 
Edward than the Canadians, yet thero 
was none who, from a business and a 
sentimental point of view, more ap- 
preciated their associations witli the 
Americans. 1 . 

'Secretary .Root closed the dinner with 
a notable speech, proposing the health 
of Lord Roberts, as the Commander- 
in-Chief of the British army. Mr. Root 
referred to the endeavor to promote 
army reform on both sides of the At- 
lantic. The American people, he said, 
had inherited from Great Britain the 
ingrained distrust of a standing army. 

\Mr. Root said that, by the creation 
of a general staff, bo hoped the United 
States bad solved tlio problem 'of re- 
conciling civil and military expert opin- 
ion, which had been the cause of much 
difficulty, and he trusted that Great. 
Britain would be similarly fortunate. 

There cannot be a more genuine and 
hearty feeling of good-will than exists 
among the people of the United States 
for Canada, he said. 

After remarking that Canada had 
learned how colonies should be proper- 
ly treated by the lesson ot' the Ameri- 
can revolution, Mr. Root said ho was 
proud to put the American army side 
bv side with the British army. 

" Bord Roberts briefly thanked Secre- 
tary Root, and the proceedings then 
ended.

Scotch Farmers Ask for Removal of 
Present Restrictions, 

■London, Oct. IS.— -A deputation of 
iSeoteh farmers met Lord Onslow, presi- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture, at 
TOdinburgli today nnd tried to induce 
him to promise the removal of the re- 
strictions on the Importation of Cnn- 
ndlttii cattle Into Great Britain, His 
lordship declared this to be Impracti- 
cable. Ho approved of tlio ^ovcro-) 
incut's policy of a general restriction 
of cattle importation, ami thought it 
should bo adhered to. 



London, Oct. lo. — The correspondent 
of the London Daily Telegraph on

Monroe Doctrine 



Insists That American Addition 
to International Law Ap- 
plies In Asia. 

' 

The High Officials in Mikado's 
Government States Case 
For Japs. 



Tokio, Oct. 15.— "Japnn will unilincu- 
ingly uphold its Monroe doctrine," said 
;i high official of the Mikado's govern? 
meui today. When asked precisely 
what thao doctrine meant, the official 
mid :— 

"Any Infringement of the political or 
territorial integrity of Korea by u for- 
eign rival that involves tlie ultimate 
destruction of our country, cannot be 
tolerated. I do not think any Japan- 
ese statesman, certainly none occupy- 
ing a position of authority, ever affirm- 
ed, either openly or privately, that Ja- 
pan is likely to be called on to go to 
war to dispossess Kussia of .Manchuria. 
To be sure, we should be easier in our 
minds and should entertain higher re- 
gard for Russian diplomatic probity if 
the St. Petersburg government were to 
march its troops out of China. Man- 
churia, however, is not necessarily a 
matter of life or death, as we can live 
and grow without its passing back into 
the hands of China. 

"With Korea it is different. That 
country must either remain independ- 
ent or else become Japanese; For that 
principle wo fought China, and that 
principle wo cannot relinquish, though 
the Muscovite forces us to war. 

"Our people are eager to take any 
risk they deem necessary for the na- 
tion's honor and existence. Happily 
they cannot compel premature action. 
The prerogative of declaring war and 
making peace rests with the Emperor, 
whose enlightened mmd and c ool judg- 
ment are, perhaps, Japan's most, valu- 
able possession. 

'^Moreover, .His Majesty's advisers 
re not only men of conservative prin- 
iple, but also men who are aware of 
the vast potentialities of the Musco- 
ite power. Hence war will come upon 
the hands of Japan only when Kussia, 
liscarding diplomatic artifice, begins to 
throw considerable bodies of troops 
icross the Yalu river.''

PRESS COMMENT. 




TARTY LOYALTY. 

The Liberal press to some extent, and 
the reptile press to an even greater 
extent, is prophesying all sorts of evils 
to the Conservative party in British 
Columbia. The term "reptile" press is 
a pretty harsh one and wo do not pro- 
pose to specify any newspapers, but it 
is a term nevertheless which has come 
to have a very definite meaning. It re- 
fers to newspapers which endeavor, to 
thwart, and obscure' the expression Of 
public opinion along the broad lines 
Of public interest, in pursuit of some 
.private or particular interest not dis- , 
closed. There are, of coarse, degrees of 
reptility just as there are different kinds 
of reptiles. Some are harmless and 
some are not. But all possess a certain 
obnoxious character, so that whether 
men dread them or despise them with- 
out fear, they instinctively avoid them. 
To this kind of creature it seems ap- 
parent and obvious that every luember- 
elect of the new legislature, while he 
is outwardly attached to one or other 
of the political parties, is iniwardly 
seeking some private and particular ad- 
vantage, for -whose sake he would not 
scruple to break his party allegiance. 
That is what a reptile would do him- 
self, and, of course, he judges others 
by the limitations of his own charac- 
ter. In British Columbia we have just 
had a beneficent taste of the meaning 
of party line polities. It means two 
things, iirst, that mugwumps, or non- 
party men, do not count in the govern- 
ment of the country, and second, that 
any member who for private and par- 
ticular reasons, and short of weighty 
public reasons he could explain and 
justify, to everybody, refused to sup- 
port his own party would thereafter 
and forever be as politically dead as 
Queen Ann. As to the former of these 
two things, look at the vote ill the city 
of Victoria. We understand that there 
were about eleven hundred straight 
ticket votes on the Liberal side and 
about eight hundred straight ticket 
votes on the Conservative side. The 
country is governed by those seventeen 
hundred voters, the one set in power 
and the other in opposition. So far 
as the city of Victoria is concerned, the 
rest of the voters might just as well be 
non-existent. Their weird jumble of 
mixed ballots did not affect the result 
in tho slightest particular. We have 
not the slightest doubt that there are 
more than eight hundred people, voters, 
in Victoria who consider themselves 
Conservatives. They are Conservatives 
with a "but." Well, Conservatives with 
a "but" do not win elections for the 
Conservative party. A party must be 
modeled from within, it cannot be in- 
fluenced from without by anyone pro- 
fessing a general adherence to its prin- 
ciples. The only result of any attempt 
to do so is to defeat the party. If this 
elementary truth were only realized by 
the people of Victoria, the city could be 
redeemed to the Conservative party 
within two years, if it is not realized, 
•Victoria will never he redeemed in two 
centuries. That is the fact whether 
it is pleasant reading for our mug- 
wump friends, wdio are really sorry that 
some of the party candidates were not 
elected, but are prepared to take the 
same course in the future which led to 
the defeat of till of them, or not. That 
is the lesson for the voters of British 
Columbia, made plain and obvious by 
the sad result of the campaign in Vic- 
toria. But party government has also 
a bearing upon the members of the 
legislature. The party majority In the 
legislature is small no doubt, but it is 
compacted by a tie which it is impos- 
sible to break save at the expense of 
the political annihilation of the break- 
er, unless indeed, upon grave grounds 
Of public policy, he takes the serious 
responsibility of leaving his party and 
doing his utmost to defeat it. Any 
member who upon any private or sec- 
tional consideration, broke the ranks of 
the Conservative party at the present 

moment would, apart from the fact 
that we know of none of a character 
to do it, put an immediate end to any 
political career lie might hope for for 
himself, All kinds of things might 
happen, none of which are absolutely 
certain, but one thing which is abso- 
lutely certain would happen, he would 
go down never to rise again.

A great many 
people are inclined to say that the tariff 
is not a live issue in Canada at the 
present time. It will be an exception- 
ally live issue as soon as this govern- 
ment, begins to stir it up, and it must 
do so next year. The country might 
give the Laurier government nn open 
mandate to deal with the tariff ques- 
tion, but it would never pardon tho 
way the government will deal with il. 
if it ever, gets an opportunity. That 
wo believe is what, lying ominously in 
the background of politics, is compell- 
ing the government to appeal to the 
country. Something else is dragging 
it- back, and that .something else is 
nothing more nor less than a grave 
doubt of its return to power. But as 
a doubtful issue is better than a fore- 
gone certainty of defeat, the chances 
are that the election will be brought on. 
In connection with that probability, it 
is of importance to any persons, who, 
through not being on the voters' list, 
lost their votes in the recent election, 
to remember that if they do not reg- 
ister their names immediately they will 
lose their franchise again.

THE TUAiIL 'SMIBLTEK. 

Fine (iold and Silver Sent to the StaUs 
—Cold Should Be Bought By Us. 

'Commenting on the first t-liijuii'-ut of 
Canadian silver from our Trail smelter, 
already recorded in these columns The 
News says: Bast week a shipment of 
85,000 ounces of silver, 090 line, wan 
made from Trail to tlie United States 
government at Kan Francisco for ship- 
ment to the 'Philippines, which is the re- 
sult of smelting British Columbia lead 
ores at Trail, and refining the resulting 
bullion by the electrolytic lead process, 
which has for many months 'past been 
supplying Euestern Canada with com- 
mercial pig lead. 

When the electrolytic lead refinery 
was first operated', the silver slimes 
(composed of the precious metals and all 
the impurities, such as copper, antimony, 
arsenic, etc.) were sold to the United 
States refineries, where the actual sep- 
aration of tlie precious metals from the 
impurities was made. As there were no 
plants in operation prepared to econo- 
mically handle this .particular product, 
which differs somewhat from the slimes 
produced from electrolytic copper refin- 
ing, it was decided to bnild a special 
plant at Trail for the purpose of making 
a complete separation of the precious 
metals and impurities, .which will make, 
in connection with the electrolytic lead 
j.roccss and the smelting works, a com- 
plete works for the treatment of all lead- 
silver ores and the production therefrom 
of pure lead, fine silver, line gold, copper 
sulphate, and probably later metallic 
antimony.

Besides general merchandise 
she will have 12,500 barrels of flour 
and over 500 huge hogsheads of tobac- 
co, aggregating nearly 700,000 pounds. 
The Northern Pncilic liner Tacoma is 
due Wednesday from Yokohama: Tho 
steamship Tremont, of the Boston 
Steamship Company's Hoot, which has 
been overhauling on the Sound, is now 
ready to begin loading. On Friday of 
next' week the steamship Lyra, of tho | 
Boston Towboat Company's fleet, is 
duo to arrive, and next Sunday the Bluo 
Funnel liner Cnlchas, of the Liverpool- 
Tacoma line, sails from Yokohama for 
this port, to bo closely followed by the 
liner Oanfa. 

The steamship Lyra, of the Boston 1 
Towboat Company's fleet, which is due 
to arrive Friday or next week, is bring- 
ing a mammoth shipment of 1S,000 
bales of hemp from Manila, Speak- 
lug of the Lyra and her cargo, the , 
Manila American a few days prior to 
the sailing of the steamer, said : — I 

"The big Steamer Lyra, when she I
